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DEPUTY DIRECTOR (RESEARCH) 


I. The mission of the Deputy Director (Research) is to assure 
that the Central Intelligence Agency is provided with a scientific and 
technical capability adequate to its role in the intelligence community. 
To this end it has three major functions: 


a. To conduct research, develop, test, procure, and 
operate equipment for the collection of intelligence through 
scientific means. 

b. In coordination with the Deputy Director (Plans), 

to conduct research and development to the prototype stage of 
equipment for use in clandestine agent operations. Such equip- 
ment will be transferred to the DD/P for operational test, 
procurement, and field operation. 

c. To produce, in coordination with the Deputy Director 
(Intelligence), finished intelligence on the technological capabilities 
of foreign nations. 
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2. To accomplish the mission and functions outlined above 
the following organizational changes will be implemented as soon as 
possible, but in any event not later than 1 September 1962: 

a. All ELINT functions presently assigned to other 
components of the Agency are transferred to the DD/R, under 
the stipulation noted in Paragraph 5. below. There is hereby 
established under the jurisdiction of the DD/R an Office of 
ELINT (OEL) to carry out these functions. Mr. George C. 

Miller is designated Assistant Director for ELINT (AD/EL). 

b. The Office of Special Activities (OSA) is hereby established 
under the Deputy Director (Research). All functions and personnel 

of the Development Projects Division of the Deputy Director (Plans) j

is designated Assistant Dir ector for Special Activities (AD/SA). 

Mr. James A. Cunningham, Jr. , is designated Deputy Assistant 
Director for Special Activities (DAD/SA). 



c. The Office of Scientific Intelligence (exclusive of its 

ELINT function accounted for in Paragraph a. above) is transferred 

unchanged to the jurisdiction of the DD/R from the DD/L 
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d* AU research and development function! of the Technical 
Services Division of the DD/P are hereby transferred to the 
jurisdiction of the DD/R and are reconstituted as the Office of 
Research and Development (ORD). The functions of TSD other 
than research and development remain assigned to the DD/P. 

3. The research and development functions of the National 
Photographic Interpretation Center are transferred to the jurisdiction 
of the BD/ A. 

4. The functional statements of all Agency components will 
be amended subsequently in consonance with the above paragraphs. 

5. Nothing in the above is intended to infringe the rights and 
responsibilities of the Deputy Director (Plans) 


The DD/R will maintain the closest contact and coordination with all 
Agency components whose mission is affected by the assignment of 
functions to the DD/R enumerated above. 

6. The Deputy Director (Research) is authorized to establish a 
research Career Service, R. 
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7. Functional statement* consistent with the maintenance of 
proper security precautions will be published in the near future for 
the new comp on ents established above.
